He was also indicted 
Tor shooting at other officers who en 
gaged in a revolver fight with him in 
the courtroom. 
There were also in­ 
dictments for arson and unlawful tis* 
c f dynamite. 
A fter the sheriff raided a blind tiger 
in Sandford which McDonald is said 
to have operated, the church and a 
►•tore were dynamited. 
An attempt 
was made to connect him with the ex­ 
plosion of a t ar of powder at the same 
place, 
which

fort that he was vindictive

D w ver and Cooper.

Lee Salyers Is on Trial Charged With 


Shooting Successful Rival. 


Evansville, Iud., M ay 13. -I.ee Sal­ 
yers, who is alleged to have shot and 
killed Harry Long last, ju ly at 
Mf. 
Vernon, Iud., is on trial here, the casa 
having been sent here from Posey 
county.

courted the same girl. 
The girl mar­ 
ried Long in order to get away from 
Salyers. 
Long and ills wife moved to 
M i. Vernon. 
Salvers appeared Iii Mt. Vernon, and 
according to the testimony of several 
witnesses, inquired where Long lived. 
it is alleged he walked up to the gal**, 
aud seeing Long seated in the front 
yard talking to his family, pulled his 
revolver and killed him.

(2) the heat of the furnace can be con 
trolled more quickly and more exactly 
in the open hearth than with ordinary 
firing: (3> intermittent working is fa 
(.‘Illfated, the furnace being quickly 
brought to full heat after standing 
Idle; (it the eharge can he melted and 
treated more quickly than by the Ord: 
nary method, hence tile output of a 
fu rn a ce of a given size Is Increased 
and the cost. of labor reduced; (5» the 
charge can be kept in a p e rfe c tly liquid 
state throughout, so that It is not 
necessary to use the last of the con­ 
tents of the furnace for Ingots, as Is 
now usually the case. 
One of the most remarkable quail 
ties of this steel is that it shrinks only 
half as much as ordinary cast steel. 
Thus a product equaling crucible steel 
can be produced in the open hearth 
furnace.

Sun as a Source of Heat. 
Chemical 
experiments 
have 
been 
made using the sun as the source of 
beat. 
A plano-convex lens of forty 
centimeters diameter and five centi­ 
meters fo< a1 length Is used to concen­ 
trate the sun’s rays on the substances, 
which are placed In a magnesia cru­ 
cible.

in the center of the crucible showed 
1,030 degrees centigrade in vacuo, but 
only 575 degrees centigrade when un 
exhausted. If the crucible is made of 
glass the heat can he focused directly 
on th** substance itself, in which case 
the very refractory container (magne­ 
sia) Is not necessary.

$20,000 D istributed W eekly. 


Every week ainee the strike started 
$20,000 ibis been sent to Greensburg 
from the mine workers’ national head 
g a rte rs at Indianapolis, the money 
being deposited in the shape of a 
'heck in a Greensburg bank. 
It is drawn out in specie and green­ 
backs by a man named McCartney. 
who represents the national organiza­ 
tion in the striking district, 
It is car­ 
ried by bim to the second floor of a 
deserted private residence in a Greens 
burg side street, which is occupied by 
the strikers as a local headquarters 
jni! which tias paper instead of panes 
af glass In its windows. 
Once a week 
across a kitchen table while a line of 
almost UMM) men, women and children 
tile by him lie pushes a Iii 11 or a hand­ 
ful of silver across to each in turn— 
$2.50 to each man. 75 cents to each 
woman and 50 cents to each child in 
every striking miner’s family.

mine worker in this country, it is 
said. is being taxed 50 cents a week to 
make tip this weekly $20,000 contribu­ 
tion to tin* Greensburg strikers. 
According to a recent visitor to the 
strike gripped region, about ten per­ 
sons have been killed arid nearly KH) 
wounded Iii the course of the four­ 
teen months’ strike.

A few weeks ago in a pouring rain 
the striking miners of Greensburg had 
a big procession celebrating the strike's 
fourteen til month of unbroken continu­ 
ance. 
Fifteen hundred men, IOO wo­ 
men and 150 children marched in Hie 
ranks. 
Two wealthy and philanthrop­ 
ic women and two clergymen of wide­ 
ly different creeds led the procession
